Israel used its military against 
Egypt in 1956 and 1967, cap¬ 
tured the Gaza Strip, Sinai 
peninsula, West Bank of Jor¬ 
dan and the Syrian Golan 
Heights and also Jerusalem in 
the Six-Day War, and used 
military force against Iraq in 
1981 and the PLO in 1985, and 
invaded Lebanon in 1982. Is¬ 
raelis try to justify their 
actions by stating that they 
were defending themselves. 

The other half of this argu¬ 
ment is the Palestinians and 
the Arab League. They have 
caused some carnage them¬ 
selves: the Yom Kippur War, 
Six Day War, 1956 Suez crisis, 
a, showdown between the Unit¬ 
ed States and the Soviet Union 
in 1972 about the presence of 
Russian troops in the conflict 
of the Yom Kippur war. 

Now peace is possible in the 
Middle East. The Palestinians, 
Arabs, and Israelis are at the 
peace table talking terms, but 
whatever the compromise turns 
out to be, somewhere along the 
line someone is going to be 
unhappy or possibly very an¬ 
gry-
